The plan contemplates the detailing of from 
one to two dozen women to keep close watch 
on everything done in the way of official con- 
duct. by every member of the board of edu- 
cation, the city council, and the county board. 
The watch on the aldermen will be particu- 
larty keen. with the detafl of watchers chosen 
from his own ward. 


Starts with School Board. 

The first demonstration was announced 
as involving the school trustees. It was 
brought about by the mysteries surrounding 
the recent cabal against Mrs. Young. But it 
only serves as the start to a far more com- 
prehensive plan, a bigger one than was 
thought of at the outset. 

“The howl of the anti-suffragist,” ex- 
plained one of the women active in the 
campaign, “always has been that women 
have not the ability men are endowed with, 
‘Well, there Is plenty of evidence that if some 
men have ability they have not the time to 
use that ablilty, and if they have the time, 
the inclination is lacking.

The concentration of the bank reserves of 
the country in regional institutions capital- 
ized by the banks of the country and con- 
trolled by directors elected by the banks.

The establishment of from eight to twelve 
great regional banks throughout the coun- 
try, which will issue currency, rediscount 
paper, and centralize and mobilize the re- 
serves of the local banks.

In the foregoing general principles the 
bill is practically the same that passed the 
house.

Among the chief points of difference be- 
tween house and senate are the following: 

The house provided for 12 regional banks;

The senate added a provision creating a 
fund to guarantee the deposits of failed 
banks that are members of the reserve as- 
sociations. 

The house limited the rediscount of com- 
mercial paper at the regional banks to that 
maturing in ninety days; the senate pro- 
vided that 180 day agricultural paper could 
be accepted under certain limitations.

Dr. Bernard M. Ross, another Crilly 
building quack. He lives at 1331 Dearborn 
avenue. 

“Dr. Leon,” alias John Doe, alias 
Ratchel, who is a case taker for the no- 
torious De Leon medical clinic at 740 West 
Madison street. He works for Otto H. Mar- 
quardt, who was arrested by the federal 
officers several years ago and has been mixed 
up in many “‘shady’ deals. Marquardt is 
said to be a silent partner in a loan shark 
business. He lives at 4427 Cullom avenue. 

Dr. Thomas A. Dupuis, an assistant of 
Dr. Hodgens. Dupuis is looked upon by his 
neighbors as being a respectable man with 
a legitimate business. He lives at 1060 Wil- 
son avenue. He is an adept at quackery. 

Dr. Robert Ridnour, owner of the no- 
torious firm of Dr. Welle & Co., 424 South 
State street. He poses as “‘ Dr. Jones.” He 
has a long quack record and is not a licensed 
physician in Iliinois. 

Dr. C. N. Noble, who poses as Dr. Wells 
and helpe Ridnour ‘“‘trim” credulous pa- 
tients. Both are without standing in the 
medical world. 

Chief Gleason is confident he will drive 
these medical charlatans from Chicago or 
put them in jail. It is promised by Sergt. 
Millis of First Deputy Schuettler’s office that 
more warrants will be served today.

Minnesota Court Edict Makes 
Banks Wary of Their Notes. 


FARMER VICTIM WINS FIGHT 


Beats Suit to Recover Amount Alleged 
Due on Discounted Paper. 


In connection with the activities of fake 


medical “institutes” a decision handed 
down by the Supreme court of Minnesota 
becomes of general interest. The case 1s 
stated in the latest issue of The./Pacific 
Banker of Portland, Ore., which says: 

“ Briefly stated, the facts of the case were 
about as follows: A fake medical concern 
doing business under the guise of an ‘ insti- 
tute’ induced a farmer whose wife was 
suffering from tuberculosis to allow them 
to treat her, representing that they had a 
secret treatment not known to the rest of 
the medical profession. 


Induced to Sign a Note. 

.“ The farmer was further induceé@-t6 Sign 
a note, which was immediately sold to a bank 
at a 30 per cent discount. The farmer, be- 
coming dissatisfied with the treatments given 
his wife, refused to pay the note when it fell 
due, and was sued by the bank. The bank 
won in the lower courts on the grounds of be- 
ing an innocent purchaser. 

“When. the case came before the Supreme 
court a new trial was ordered, the court 
holding that the evidence justifies a finding 
that the note was procured by fraud and 
that the plaintiff was not an innocent pur- 
chaser. 


Hits “Innocent Purchaser’’ Dodge. 

“Such a decision may appear a little rev- 
olutionary, but it is rather refreshing to 
know that at last the world of sharpers is 
in a fair way to become deprived of their 
innocent purchaser dodge. It has within the 
last few years come to be considered rather 
poor ethics for a bank to take paper at a 
80 per cent discount, to say the least, and 
it is not entirely a reputable bank thet will 
make itself a party to a fraud. 

“If a customer is doing a fraudulent busi- 
ness, the bank ‘has no right to blind itself 
to the nature of his occupation. That such 
business is very profitable hardly serves as 
an excuse. Rather that fact dhould put the 
bank upon inquiry. 

Bank Methods Change. 


“The day has gone by when a bank can 


consider itself merely an institution to make 
profits. The distrust and dislike of the 
American people for the banking profession 
is largely to be explained by the fact that 
many of our old time bankers had no higher 
ideal of their business than the one just 
quoted. Happily, the new generation of 
bankers hes realized that banking is a pro- 
fession ,entrusted with one of the most re- 
sponsible of the social functions— that of 
the control of credit. -

JUDGES URGE BENCH REFORM 


Petit Wants One County Tribu- 
nal with Administrative Head 


MUNICIPAL COURT EXAMPLE. 


John T. Richards Tells Bar Diners 
Legislature Is to Blame. 


Reformation of judicial systems, chiefly by 
consolidation on the general plan of the Chi- 
cago Municipal court, was advocated by sev- 
eral speakers at the monthly dinner of the 
Chicago Bar association as part of the dis- 
cussion on how the bench can help the bar 
and the bar the bench. Many judges of the 
Circuit, Superior, Appellate, and Municipal 
bench were present. 

Circuit Judge Petit urged one Cook county 
tribunal with many branches and one ad- 
ministrative head. He suggested a perma- 
nent reform committee, composed of the chief 
justices of the courts and the president and 
some committee chairmen of the bar associa- 
tion. 

“We are entitled to eleven more circuit 
judges to handle Cook county litigation, even 
if the idea is not popular in some newspaper 
offices,’’ he said. ‘‘ There are seven courts 
in this county in which one family can en- 
gage in litigation, andI know of one instance 
in which a single family was in five of them 
at the same time.,”’ 


Barnes’ Idea of Trouble. 

Superior Court Judge Barnes thought the 
trouble between judges and lawyers largely 
was occasioned by “ a lack of knowledge on 
the part of the bench and an inability to fur- 
nish it on the part of the bar.”” Hé also fe- 
vored a single court in Cook county, and the 
election of the State Supreme court judges 
by the vote of the entire state. 

“If we don't effect judicial reforms, the 
laity is going to step in and do it,” was the 
admonition of Municipal! Chief Justice Harry 
Olson. He advised a consolidation of state 
courts into three jurisdictions, central, south- 
ern, and northern. 

John T. Richards, former president of the 
Chicago Bar association, blamed the legisla- 
ture for the bar's inability to effect reforms. 

“Year by year we strive for legislation 
that will better conditions,’’ he said. ‘* At 
Springfield we meet men who never in their 
home life have found the necessity for cor 
recting legal conditions met in Cook county.” 


Favors ‘Ladies’ Journals.” 


“The newspapers know best how to reform 
the bar,” said Vice President Mitchell Fol- 
lansbee, “‘ and the readers of ladies’ journals 
are better posted in the mattter than law- 
yers.”’ 

According to Attorney James C. McShane, 
the courts are entirely too thorough in de- 
ciding cases. 

‘“‘Cut out the collateral and dispose of it 
quickly,’’ quoth Mr. McShane, who is nota 
judge. ‘“* The courts overlook the fact that 
it is their duty to dispose of all the business 
in any way, so long as it is done.”’

Arbiters Hear McCormick and 
Bartzen-Hoyne Arguments 
as to Majority’s Power. 


POLICE ASKED FOR TODAY 


President of Board Wants Glea- 
son to Send Men to Prevent 
Disorder at Meeting. 


A decision is likely on Monday afternoon 
as to the merits of the county board squabble 
over the committee appointing power. The 
mutually agreed on tribunal, consisting of 
8. S. Gregory, chairman; John T. Richards 
and Silas H. Strawn, yesterday listened to 
arguments by Assistant County Attorney W. 
H. Struckmann and Assistant State's At- 
terney Charies Center Case Jr., representing 
respectively the McCormick and Bartzen 
sides of the controversy. State’s Attorney 
Hoyne was present to give first aid to his 
youthful assistant when necessary, which 
was often. 

Although each side presented many points 
of contention, the backbone of the contro- 
versy settled on the right of the Bartzenites 
to amend the rules by a bare majority, al- 
though the rules in question specifically pro- 
vided that a two-thirds vote was necessary. 
The Hoyne-Case legal combination main- 
tained, as before, that the majority could 
do anything. 


Can Appoint “Every Day.” 

“Do you mean to say, Mr. Hoyne,” Spe- 
cial Commissioner Strawn asked, “‘ that if 
the county board desired, it could remove 
and appoint committees every other day?’ 

*“ Most assuredly, yes,” the state’s attor- 
ney responded. 

The special commissioners were most in- 
quisitive and asked all sorts of questions 
bearing on the law, most of which the 
alleged “‘ legal advisors of the entire board,” 
@t present detached on factional duty, con- 
sidered of no vital moment, or, as in one 
case when young Mr. Case naively remarked: 
“I. don’t see how you can get away from 
my brief.’ 

Assistant County Attorney Struckmann 
held, although it has been the custom to have 
new committees appointed annually, there 
is no rule or statute to govern it, and that 
if the McCormick committees accepted and 
then rejected were illegal, those appointed 
in 1912 were still in office. The question of 
definite tenure of office excited considerable 
discussion among counsel and commis- 
sioners.

KEOKUK DAM FACES INQUIRY; 
HETCH HETCHY BILL SIGNED. 
Rainey Wants to Know if Mississippi 


Navigation Is Hindered — Wilson 
Believes in Coast Project. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—Representa- 
tive Rainey of Illinois introduced a resolution 
today directing a house committee to inves- 
tigate the Keokuk and Hamilton Water 
Power company, which built, by authority 
of congress, a dam across the Mississippi 
river between Keokuk, Ia., and Hamilton, 
Ill, 

The resolution contends that the dam has 
not proved an aid to navigation; that steam- 
ship companies complain they are compelled 
to await the pleasure of the company in open- 
ing the dam; that by agreement with the war 
department the company is permitted to 
store water in its pool above the dam at 
night, making navigation at that time dan- 
gerous and sometimes impossible; that the 
company erected a bridge across the river 
without authority, which is an additional 
hindrance to navigation, and that it is buy- 
ing up electric light plants in Illinois, Mis- 
souri, and Iowa cities and charging high 
prices for less efficient service than formerly 
was given. 

President Wilson today signed the Hetch 
Hetchy bill granting a public water supply 
to San Francisco. 

He accompanied his signature with a state- 
ment declaring that he believed the public 
needs of the region concerned were served 
by the bill without impairing the usefulness 
of the public domain.

Union Man Says Opponents Will 
Be Defeated at the 
Polls. 


By unanimous vote yesterday the city coun- 
cil.committee on buildings shelved the ordi- 
nance wiping out the 200 foot limitation on 
the height of buildings. It was placed on file 
in spite of the threats of a representative of 
the bricklayers’ union that unless it were 
paseed there would be an organized effort 
made to defeat for re#lection the aldermen 
who beat it. 

“ Hesitate before obstructing our wishes,” 
was the repeated warning of Michael R. 
Grady. 

Grady, O. E. Woodbury of the carpenterg 
union, James O. Heyworth, a contractor, 
and Building Commissioner Ericsson were 
the only speakers on behalf of the ordinance. 
August Gatzert of the Association of Com- 


merce made the principal address against the 
proposition. 


Presents Bricklayers’ Petition. 

Mr. Grady presented a petition asking for 
the elimination of the height restriction, 
signed, he said, by 6,000 bricklayers. Wood- 
bury presented another, signed by as many 
carpenters. 

Mr. Ericsson contended construction activ- 
ity would follow a removal of the limit, and 
that building work has been checked by its 
establishment. 

Mr. Heyworth argued that a compact “ ex- 
ecutive center’’ was necessary for the city 
for the convenience of business men. 

Mr. Gatzert charged the skyscraper pro- 
duces congestion, that it obstructs light and 
air, and that it is not a paying investment. 
He argued the limit be reduced to 150 feet. 


Sees Benefit to Labor. 

The committee's discussion was brief. 

“If I thought the present limitation hurt 
organized labor in any way,’’ Aldi Powers 
said, ‘“‘I would vote to remove it; but I am 
sure that instead of hurting labor the limita- 
tion benefits labor. It requires more build- 
ing. ‘ 

“TIT am satisfied the day of the skyscraper 
is done. How many offices in the new Adver- 
tisers building are rented? How many in the 
Westminster building and the Transporta- 
tion building? We now have more office 
Space in the central district than we need.” 


Makes Demand on Aldermen. 

“We come here with a request now,’’ said 
Grady, ‘“ but the next time it will be a de- 
mand. You will admit, Ald. Powers, you are 
here to obey the will of the majority, and we 
—the working people—are the majority. In 
your ward nine-tenths of the people are 
working people, and it seems that you will 
vote against this: What we'll do then will 


be to go’ to the polls and record our protest 
there.”’ *

No Change in Eugenics Law and 
Doctors Are Obdurate. 


CALL TEST FEE TOO SMALL. 


Will Not Make Examinations; No Li- 
censes Without Certificate. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 19.—** There is ab- 
solutely no likelihood for the calling of a 
special session of the legislature to recon- 
sider the so-called eugenic marriage law,” 
Gov. F. E. McGovern said today. 

This puts an end to the state wide adverse 
criticisms which have been directed at the 
bill as the time draws near for. its enforce- 


| ment—Jan. 1. 


Never before have the people of Wisconsin 
been so aroused over a state bill. Ministers 
apepars to be leading the defense of the bill, 
while doctors are heading the opposition. 


Ministers Point to Uplift. 

Ministers say that the measure will lead to 
a general uplift of the future generations 
and base all of their arguments on thé ethical 
side, while the doctors take a practical op- 
position by saying that the $3 fee for exam!- 
nation of all prospective bridegrooms, as al- 
lowed in the law, is far too small, and that 
they will refuse to make the examinations. 
County physicians who are permitted to 
make the examinations say they cannot do 
so because they are not equipped to make the 
tests required by the law. 

Dr. C. A. Harper, secretary of the state 
board of health, said today that his board 
can do nothing to aid in disentangling the 
marriage law, while Attorney General W. C, 
Owen said that he would not participate in 
the disagreements over the measure. 


No License Without Certificate. 

Louis Widule, Milwaukee county clerk, 
said that he would refuse to grant marriage 
licenses to any man after Jan. 1 unless he 
had a health certificate. 

In the meantime there is a rush for mar- 
riage permits all over the state lest the efforts 
of Cupid be delayed by the follies of legis- 
lators, as the doctors claim, or the greedi- 
ness of the doctors, as the legislators claim.

Her bill gives no intimation 
es to the cause of their separation, except 
the statement that it came about through 
po fault on her part. 

The bill recites that a son, Henry Charles 
Bchwab Jr., is the sole and only issue of the 
marriage, and continues: 

“Your oratrix has been and is in the habit 
of traveling and visiting different parts of 
this and foreign countries, and said child has 
glways accompanied your oratrix; and it is 
to the good of said child and to his best in- 
terests and welfare that he should, when 
your oratrix deems it best, be with your 
oratrix on such travele and visits in this and 
foreign countries as your oratrix may make 
in the future.” 

Willful Desertion Charged 

The next paragraph charges the willful 
desertion of the defendant on May 1, 1911, 
without reasonable cause, and says that he 
has persisted in this desertion since their 
separation. 

‘The bill concludes: 

“That at the time of her said marriage 
your oratrix was and now is possessed of 
ample means out of which she has always 
since a time prior to said May 1, 1911, cared 
for, supported, and maintained herself 
and child, and is now doing so, and is able 
and willing to continue to do so.” 

Attorney Levy Mayer, chief of counsel 
representing Mrs. Schwab, made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The difficulty is very regrettable, for 
which I am sorry to say there is no other 
polution than this court proceeding.”’

REORGANIZATION PROPOSALS. 

The Republican national committee has 
made at least a part confession of its sins. 
The body which stood pat about two years 
ago and declined to offer any concessions to 
demands for fair dealing in preparation for 
the convention of 1912 yields something on 
the points then urged upon it. 

It now distinctly recognizes the primaries 
laws and concedes the validity of a certifi- 
cate of election from the authorized election 
officials of any state which has endeavored 
to regulate primaries by statute. It also 
offers a compromise on the question of rep- 
resentation in the national convention. 

If these decisions had come two years 
earlier the lean Republican years might 
have been fat ones. The confession of error 
is offered and the opposition is justified by 
the act of the national body. 

The reorganization of representation as 
offered to the Republicans of the different 
states for adoption is obviously a com- 
promise, between the logic of representation 
by the ratio of votes, disregarding terri- 
torial considerations and the theory that 
sections shall have votes regardless of party 
strength. The determination to grant each 
congressional district one vote as a district 
indicates the desire to keep the party from 

ithdrawing, so far as its conventions are 
concerned, into the territory where it is 
dominant and out of the territory where itis 
feeble. 

That can be justified, although open to 
controversy. It is something to keep a 
national party from sectionalism, even if a 
disparity in voting strength has to be over- 
looked. Each district which cast 7,500 Re- 
publican votes for president in 1908—thus 
avoiding the slump caused by the entry of 
the Progressive party in 1912—or for con- 
gress in 1914, will be given an additional 
vote under the offered plan. 

This limitation seems arbitrarily fixed. 
It squeezes the south without destroying its 
influence in Republican conventions. It 
leaves a fairly strong Republican district in 
the south on a par with a very strong Re- 
publican district in the north, but a district 
in the south which has 7,500 Republican 
votes certainly is in a different class from a 
district which has only 500. In one the 
party exists; in the other it does not. 

Heretofore the committee has refused to 
concede that there was a difference between 
a district with 500 Republican votes and one 
with 30,000. :

TIME OF WILSON EXPRESS TRAINS 
Chicago, Dec. 18.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—Is there no way of compelling 
officials of the elevated roads to restore the 
Wilson avenue express service, abandoned 
since the merger of the several lines? 

A few years ago, when the population of 
Sheridan Park was much smaller thao at 
present, we had express trains from the 
loop to Wilson avenue, making only ex- 
press stops, namely, Kinzie, Chicago, Ful 
lerton, Belmont, Sheridan road, and Wil- 
soa avenue. Since amalgamation or the 
roads all northbound Wilson express train~ 
run local from Belmont avenue, and to 
make matters worse have lately switched 
to the local track after leaving Fullerton 
avenue. This service has become a farce, 
and as Evanston trains do net stop at Wil- 
son avenue during rush hours, residents of 
Sheridan Park are obliged to spend fron 
forty-five to sixty minutes on the journey 
that formerly took less than half an hour. 

The fact that trains are now through 
routed from the south side has no bearing 
on this matter whatever. What we need is 
express service as heretofore, not expres¢ 
trains that are run as locals. 

I would gladly lend my aid in any 
movement looking to the restoration of the 
old service and would appreciate your ad- 
vice in this matter.

In THE TRIBUNE’s consideration of puzzles 
afforded by the new federal income tax law 
replies to questions 107, 108, and 109 were 
inadvertently omitted. Questions 110 to 120 
inclusive were answered last Monday. These 
questions and the answers are presented 
herewith: 


QUESTION NO. 107. 


An architect who does considerable church 
work finds that his gross income a year is 
$14,000. Approximately $100,000 worth of 


buildings comes under the heading of church- 


es, and he does this work at 4 per cent, 
amounting to $4,000. About $200,000 worth 
of buildings are charged for at the regular 
rate of 5 per cent, or $10,000, making the 
gross income of $14,000. Assuming office 
expenses at $8,000, this would leave a net of 
$6,000. 
However, should he figure that his gross 
income is $16,000, with a net income of $8,000 
and a contribution to churches of $2,000, and 
add this $2,000 before figuring his net in- 
come? In this way an architect will be 
taxed for his philanthropic endeavors, which 
may or may not have been the intention of 
the law. 

An attorney has suggested that a fair way 
would be to add to the net income of $6,000 
the amount that said architect would likely 


contribute to church work in case he were 


not doing church buildings, say $300 or $400 
@ year, according to his particular tempera- 
ment. 

Then suppose again, No. 2, an architect 
makes plans for a church building, being a 


member of the congregation, to erect same, 


and he contributes plans and services free 
of charge, say $1,000. Should this $1,000 be 
added to his gross income before figuring 
the net income? ARCHITECT. 


Answer. 

Out of the remaining $6,000 the archi- 
tect may claim a personal exemption of 
$8,000 if single and $4,000 if married, and 
he would, therefore, be obliged to pay a 
tax on $3,000 or $2,000, as the case may be. 
The fact that the architect is religiously 
or philanthropically inclined does not af- 
fect the operation of the federal income 
tax law upon the cash he actually re- 
ceives. 


QUESTION NO. 108. 


In your answers to income tax puzzles will 
you kindly tell us whether or not, according 
to this new law, it is absolutely necessary 
that all corporations close their inventory 
Dec. 31, and, if not, by what means we may 
arrive at the necessary facts and figures re- 
quired? We are a large department store 
and have always closed our inventory Jan. 31 
and it would not be at all convenient for us 
to do soa month earlier. B.-D. Co. 


Answer. 

It is optional with corporations whether 
they make their return for, the calendar 
year or for the fiscal year which they may 
select. If you wish to select Jan. 31 as 
the end of your fiscal year you must give | 
notice to the collector of internal revenue 
for your district of such intention Feb. 1, 
1914, and make your return to the col- 
lector of internal revenue within sixty 
days after the end of your fiscal year 
and pay the tax which the collector of 
internal revenue may assess within 120 
days after the close of the fiscal year se- 
lected. 


QUESTION NO. 109. 


I conduct a real estate renting agency. I 
collect for clients a good many thousands 
of dollars monthly. I make a monthly set- 
tlement with my clients. I have no tenants 
who pay a yearly rental to exceed $2,000. 
Yearly collections made for clients range 
from $300 to $30,000. Am I directly or con- 
tingently Hable to the government for the 
payment of the federal income tax on moneys 
so collected? W.P. P. 


Answer. 

If you pay any of your clients an amount 
exceeding $3,000 per year it is your duty 
to deduct the 1 per cent tax on the entire 
amount, unless the client makes a certifi- 
cate claiming his personal exemption of 
$3,000 or $4,000 a year (as the case may 
be), in which event you will then deduct 
the tax only on the amount in excess of 
the exemption claimed and withhold the 
same, making your return to the collector 
of internal revenue and pay the same to 
him. :

Answers hereunder are not a conclusive determination of the law, but are suffi- 
ciently Cefinite and a reliable guide until the treasury department shall further pre- 
scibe and the courts shall define and inter pret the various provisions of the act.

Although you are exempt from taxa- 
tion, nevertheless in order to obtain an 
exemption on coupons of bonds, mort- 
gages, trust deeds, or similar obligations 
of corporations you must attach a cer- 
tificate claiming such exemption as to 
the coupons regardless of the amount of 
the coupons. These certificates are at- 
tached to the corporation's return to the 
collector of internal revenue, and the 
collector of internal revenue for the dis- 
trict in which the corporation’s. princi- 
pal office is located will forward your 
certificates to the collector of internal 
revenue for the district in which you re- 
side, who will cause them to be examined 
and compared. You will not have to 
make a return to the collector of internal 
revenue unless he requires you to do so. 


ASSAILS WILSON’S 
PHILIPPINE PLAN 


Taft Asserts Oligarchy Will 
Rule Island if Sovereign- 
ty Is Withdrawn. 


FINDS PEOPLE INCAPABLE 


Declares Independence Would 
Mean Only Reoccupation 
to Keep Peace. 


New York, Dec. 19|—[Special.]—Immediate 
independence for the Philippine islands, 
which is one of President Wilson's chief 
political tenets, was assailed by former 
President Taft tonight at a dinner given to 
W, Cameron Forbes, former governor gen- 
eral of the Philippines, by the Philippine 
society and the Harmony Club of America. . 

Mr. Taft first attacked the intelligence of 
the great mass of Filipinos, declaring them 
governable but as yet incapable of self-gov- 
ernment. With immediate independence he 
foresaw an oligarchy of the educated and 
wealthy class which would exploit the 
masses. AS a consequence he predicted the 
withdrawal of the American government at 
present would mean nothing more than a 
reoccupation of the islands in the interest of 
peace. 

Mr. Taft also took occasion to comment 
on President Wilson’s displeasure over the 
* Damn, damn, damn the inserrectos "’ song 
recently sung at the Carabao dinner of army 
officers in Washington. He held the song is 
a relic of war time and not the present senti- 
ment toward the Filipinos. 

Gathered at the dinner were several hun- 
dred representative men from all partsof the 
country. Following Mr. Taft as speakers 
were Mr. Forbes and Dean C. Worcester, for- 
mer secretary of the interior for the Philip- 
pines. 


Educated Class Wants to Rule. 

“* We have a concrete problem as to the 
welfare of a people before us, in respect to 
which we have actually assumed responsi- 
bility and only partially discharged it,”’ Mr, 
Taft said. 

“ When I was governor of the Philippines 
a petition was presented to me by a commit- 
tee of what has now become the Independista 
party, in which the argument in favor of im- 
mediate independence and the fitness of the 
people for self-government was that a count 
of the educated people in the islands showed 
that they were twice as numerous as the 
offices to be filled in the central, provincial, 
and municipal government, and they, there- 
fore, afforded two shifts’to fill them so that 
when one set became unsatisfactory the 
other might take its place. 

“Tt seems to me that what I have said 
throws a light on the real political sentiment 
of the educated and well to do political Fil- 
ipinos and the sincerity of their love of civil 
liberty and democratic government. Think 
of it! A small directing or governing class— 
‘@ large class or mass that has learned to 
obey. 

Duty to Protect Ignorant. 

“This small educated class need quite as 
much training in popular government in order 
to exercise power moderately, justly, wisely, 
and effectively as the common people need 
of education to make them realize what their 
rights are under a popular government. 

“The great body of the adult Filipinos to- 
day, steeped in ignorance, do not know their 
own rights under the government under 
which they are now living. The supreme dif- 
ficulty of maintaining a government of free 
civil institutions there is in givingthe unedu- 
cated and the poor an understanding of 
what their rights are. They do not know 
enough to vindicate those rights by the meth- 
ods secured to them now, of appeal to the 
courts and to the constituted police authori- 
ties. 

‘““We are not the guardians of the small 


portions of the educated and the wealthy in 
the Philippines. We are guardians, especial- 


| opportune. 


ly of the poor, the ignorant, and the weak, 
and we cannot discharge our duty as such 
guardians unless we remain there long 
enough to give to the poor, the weak, and the 
humble a consciousness of their rights and a 
certainty that they will be preserved under 
any government to which we may transfer 
sovereign power. 


Urges Necessity of Sovereignty. 

“It is the inability of the common people 
to understand what is their own interest, that 
justifies our remaining there, and to say that 
they would prefer the independence of the 
islands under the present conditions is only 
to demonstrate their lack of capacity to re- 
ceive it. So much for the condition of the 
people, for whose good we went into the 
Philippines. By going in and doing the good 
we have done we are pledged to stay there 
until that good shall become not only sub- 
stantial but permanent. 

*“‘Now what are we to do? Are we to let 
these islands go and turn them over to an 
oligarchy of eloquent and attractive orators 
who really believe in aristocracy, and who 
have no real conception of civil and individ- 
ual liberty and certainly no capacity by train- 
ing and education for successful popular 
government? 

“For us to leave the islands and to guar- 
antee to the nations of the world in exchange 
for the treaties of neutrality with respect ie 
the islands, that law and order will be pre- 
served and that there will be no civil com- 
motion in which law and order cannot be 
maintained, would be an evidence of lack of 
sanity that I cannot think the American 
people would ever display. If they should it 
would not be a year before we would have to 
go back into the islands in order to maintain 
the peace that we had guaranteed to the 
world.” 


Comments on “Carabao Song.” 

Concerning the songs sung at the Carabao 
dinner which displeased President Wilson, 
Mr. Taft said: 

“ Now, I have been to the Carabao dinner 
twice, and it is quite true that some of the 
songs they sing regarding the Filipino are 
not of a character quite fitted to sooth. But 
they are of the time when the army was down 
there and doing business, and they are not 
to be construed as the present attitude of 
the army toward the Filipino. 1 want to 
advise the administration that they are only 
reviving the feeling that existed when the 
army was there, and which was then more 
But things have changed, and I 
am sure that the song or songs don’t reflect 
the present attitude.’’ 


REBUKE TO CARABAOS FRAMED. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 19.—President 
Wilson today approved a report by Sec- 
retaries Garrison and Daniels on the satires 
on administration policies which took place 
at a recent dinner of the military order of 
the Caraboa, ,composged of army and navy 
officers.

‘Fight Caused Besmirch- 
ing of Character. 


CALLS LIFE AN OPEN BOOK 


_ ‘—haracterizes Charities Act Mad- 
dening; Should Have Waited 
for Special Report. — 


New York, Dec. 19.—To radica! differences 
of opinion between two hostile factions, Wil- 
liam R. George attributed this afternoon the 
recent recommendation of the state board 
of charities that he be removed from all 
active participation in the affairs of the 
George Junior republic at Freeville, N. Y., 
founded by him more than ten years ago. 
Mr. George asserted his innocence of all 
charges made against him. 

“It is maddening,” he said, “ after having 
established in the world a reputation for good 
character and service to have my name 
dragged in the mire as a debaucher of wom- 
anhood. Those who know me need no re- 
assurance from me that I am perfectly inno- 
cent, but my tortures begin in earnest when 
I think of the tens of thousands of people 
to whom I have spoken on public platforms 
and that they may be saying: ‘It is true 
after all that Daddy George is a lying hypo- 
crite and villain in disguise.’ 


Points to Hostile Factions. 

“ The seed of the whole trouble is a radical 
difference of opinion between two hostile 
camps. Those who believe in the self-gov- 
erning principles of the Junior republic as the 
best means for training boys and girls for 
good citizenship, and those who believe in 
paternalism and discipline: from above and 
institutional methods. 

“ Now,.what about this miserable stuff? 
A six year old charge, long ago investigated 
and discredited, even repudiated at one time 
by the one making it, has been dragged out 
with the idea of discrediting me. 

“Finally, in 1912, at my insistence the 
National Association of Junior Republics 
appointed a joint committee to investigate 
everything about me from my birth. 


Life Always Pure, He Says. 

“My entire life has been one of sexual 
purity, as certain detectives have found to 
their chagrin. All my life has been spent in 
Freeville and New York City, and every lit- 
tle nook and cranny of my existence has been 
combed in vain. This committee, in order to 
gettle this thing once for all, secured as 
judges Joseph H. Choate, Samuel Seabury, 
. and Mises Lillian Wald to read all the testi- 
mony and give a verdict. The committee 
hese spent months in going over my entire 
life. 

* We were all led to believe that the state 
board would take no action until the: com- 
mittee headed by Mr. Choatereported. Then 
suddenly and without warning the state 
board gives out a report carefully convicting 
me by innuendo, though not in so many 
words. 


Foes Feared His Vindication? 

“This seems to me to have been done in 
an effort thoroughly to discredit me and my 
associates in the work for fear I shall be 
vindicated by the official investigating com- 
mittee which has gone so intimately into my 
whole life and my whole work. 

“I want to say right here to my friends 
and supporters that the Republic cause will 
continue just as it has in the past. It will 
weather this effort to ruin it, just asit has 
weathered similar though less spectacular 
efforts in the past. 

“Its cause is a just and righteous one; and 
around it is a group of earnest souls who 
are ready to live for it and die for it.”’

President’s Mandate Approves 
Proposal Made in Petition. 


PEKING, Dec. 19.—A mandate issued by 
President Yuan Shi Kai today expressed full 
approval of a petition suggesting the definite 
termination of the Chinese parliament. 

The petition purports to come from General 
Li Yuen-Heng, vice president of the republic, 
and is signed by the military and civil gover- 
nors of all the provinces. 

The Chinese parliament met for the first 
time on April 8 this year, but was never aft-

STRASSBURG, Dec. 19.—Lieut. Harnon 
von Forstner—who was the cause of the re- 
cent troubles between military and civilians 
at Zabern, Alsace—today was sentenced to 
forty-three days’ imprisonment and deprived 
of his commigsion as an officer. He wae 
charged with assaulting a lame shoemaker. 

In the course of his testimony, Von Forst- 
ner showed he had acted in the way he did 
under .“‘semi-compulsion.’” He had been 
threatened with impeachment before a court 
of honor if he showed the slightest reluctance 
against using his weapon. 

He testified the officers had received re- 
peated orders from the German army head- 
quarters and from the regimental command- 
er to adopt an aggressive attitude, to stand 
no nonsense from citizens, and to permit no 
insults or abuse.

This pressure and his poverty make him 
un easy victim, too eesy,.it seems, and before 
he knows it he is bound to the interests body 
and soul. By shifts and subterfuges he man- 
ages to escape exposure to the people, and 
even is chosen senator. Finally the remnant - 
of his conscience revolts at support of a no- 
tariously bad measure and he determines to 
break his bonds and vote right, but even that 
resolution he abandons when his masters 
threaten to expose his venality. 

There are several strong scenes in the book, 
and the psychology is said by those familiar 
with inside methods at Washington to be 
true. As for the story itself there ig no doubt 
it has been repeated a hundred times in real 
life. The feminine element is the book's 
weakest spot. 


“YOUTH WILL BE SERVED,” by Dolf 
Wylarde, is a clean, spiritually wholesome ' 
story, drawn with seriousness of purpose, 
without much inspiration, but with some 
psychological truth to life and some artistic 
talent. It is good and interesting to read, and 
leaves one with a rather strong total impres- 
sion of the pathetic difference between the 
conception and dreams of human beings and 
their realizations of those dreams and con- 
ceptions, as well as the difference between 
the restlessness of youth and the stoicism of 
age.

Mosher’ s Portland

Preciosities. 
BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 

ROM Thomas Mosher’s press at Port- 
land, Me., come a number of distinc- 
tive booka, chief among which in point 
of rarity ie a volume entitled “ED- 
WARD CALVERT," and containing 
six wood cuts by Calvert denominated 
“ spiritual designs" and fine explanatory 
and biographic prefaces by Thomas Bird 
Mosher and Herbert P. Horne, as well as 
various notices from The Athenaeum and 

from the memoir of Calvert by his gon. 

Calvert was a nineteenth century artist 
whose paintings—few in number—were ex- 
hibited at the British Royal academy, but 
whose peculiar taient lay in his engraving. 
He worked upon copper, steel, and wood— 
most lovingly, perhaps, upon the last mater- 
jal. A disciple of William Blake, he chose to 
live a secluded life, and hig engravings were, 
he-considered, quite his own affair. and not 
to be exhibited, sold,.or exploited. His de- 
light in them was occult, and he held him- 
self to the highest of standards—P.is own, re- 
vealing in them that voluptuous mysticism 
which Blake would, atove all other men, 
have understood. 

His ambition was to express the inexpressa- 
ible by implications of beauty, and to make 
manifest the delight of “the earth and the 
fulness thereof.” His little idyls in engrav- 
ing have about them the quality of the old 
paintings. They are at once simple and 
complex, at. once literal and symbolic, at 
once ugly and exquisite. That the literalist 
may have some difficulty in perceiving the 
spiritual significance of such a print as ‘‘The 
Cyder Press,’’ one of the: most important 
fashioned’ by Calvert, goes without saying. 

I confess to looking at it long and earnest- 
ly without being able to grasp any spiritual 
import. I thought the forms of some of the 
human beings grotesquely distorted in this 
and in other prints, The print of “The Last 
Furrow’’ seemed smudged and obscure, 
with certain lines that appeared meaning- 
less. Yet in some of the little engravings 
there was indeed a serenity, an atmosphere 
of peace and contentment which could be 
conveyed only by passionate sincerity of 
intention and by the high simplicity of fin- 
ished work. But it is the connoisseur who 
must decide these matters. The book, self- 
evidently, is for the elect. The edition is 
limited to 400. : 
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Ernest Dowson’s “PIERROT OF THE 
MINUTE,” that rare poetic fantasy played 
go enchantingly in Mrs. Aldis’ moonlit gar- 
den two summers ago by the Misses Linn, is 
published in a simple and very pleasing man- 
ner. Robert Bridges’ “THE GROWTH OF 
LOVE,” one of the most spontaneous and 
essentially poetic things that ever came from 
the pen of the present :aureate of England, 
is presented in pleasing guise. 
MON ON THE MOUNT,” with rubricated 
initiala and marginal lines and with the 
Lord's prayer in red, is among Mr. Mosher’s 
most carefully prepared publications. An- 
other small volume entitled “FROM THE 
UPANISHADS” contains a fine little essay 
by Charles Johnson on Emerson’s predilec- 
tion for the wisdom of the Upanishads, and 
a confession of the long cherished ambition 
on the part of the writer to translate certain 
portions of these for the benefit of his friend, 
G. W. Russell, the poet, to whom the book is 
dedicated. The three transiations are en- 
titled “In the House of Death,” “A Vedic 
Master,” and ‘“‘That Thou Art.” 
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“SONGS OF ADIEU” ts a delicious little 
book of finale and farewell, apparently ar- 
ranged by Mr. Mosher, and containing songs 
by such fine craftsmen and women as Alice 
Meynell, Amy Levy, A. Mary F. Robinson, 
Arthur O'Shaughnessy, Stephen Phillips, 
Arthur Symonds and others. It is aito- 
gether a delicate collection of preciosities, 
fit for your moat — friend. 


Finally, there is Gilhert Murray’s “AN- 


DROMACHE,” a drama whose austere con-. 


formance to Greek life and circumstances, 
Greek thought and limitations, made it one 
of the most enduring stones upon which the 
author mounted to his present reputation for 
reliable scholarship. 

The hand-made paper, the chaste type, the 
perfect printing, and general finish of these 
volumes put them in a class by themseives.

Alexander Smith’s DREAMTHORP” has 
appeared in many editions. It seems indeed 
to .be one of those gentie books which enter 
the house like accustomed friends and suc- 
ceed in finding a place for themselves, how- 
ever crowded the circle about the fire may 
be. Crowded to one side as he was during 
his life by the refulgence of Dickens and 
Tennyson, who in their respective realms 
of prose and verse made his excellent second 
best seem all but negligible, he has come 
during the past generation gradually into 
his own by means of this book which was 
written after life had taught him how to 
take many rebuffs. Mr. Mosher offers this in 
very pleasing form, 700 copies being in the 
issue.

S. M. Barrett has written a companion to 
his ‘‘ Mocco, an Indian Boy,” in his “*‘ HOIS- 
TAH, AN INDIAN GIRL,” which tells in 
simple, clear cut fashion of a little girl of the 
Cheyennes who lived on the plains and in 
the valleys of the Blacks Hills region, grow- 
ing up to young womanhood, when she was 
kidnaped by an alien tribe and served in 
slavery for some years. She makes her es- 
cape and returns to her own people, where 
she fulfills her destiny, marrying the most 
promising chief of the tribe, leading the 
women in their Indian pursuits, and losing 
finally her husband and her children, her- 
self dying an old woman, strong in Cheyenne 
ideals, which included hatred of the white 
race. The manner of the life of our plains 
Indians is related and many of their legends. 
It is a sourceful book of Indian lore, primari- 
ly for the young person, but with information 
for every one. (Duffield.)

Some New Studies 
in Biography. 


BY HERBERT CAXTON. 
OR a writer whose literary output 
has been so small in volume and who 
‘found himself" so late in life, 
John M.. Synge has been the subject 
of an unusual amount of talk. Be- 
sides what Yeats, Lady Gregory, Francis 
Bickley, and others have written about him, 
he has been mentioned in many other books 
and magazine articles. The latest examina- 
tion of his work is Maurice Bourgeois’ 
“JOHN M. SYNGE AND THE IRISH 
THEATRE” (Macmillan), which, though 
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written in English, is the effort of a French- , 
man and was submitted as a thesis at the , 


Paris university. 

M. Bourgeois has approached his subject in 
the attitude of scientific biography and has 
accomplished the task in a manner eminent- 
ly successful. The portiong of the book di- 
rectly relating to Synge and his work are 
good examples of how biography should be 
written. While the research has been minute, 
the book is not burdened with the rags and 


tags of unrelated details, nor is it marked | 


by any degree of pedantry. Criticism is to 
be found where it is needed and it is made 
in the spirit of the dispassionate and un- 
biased outlooker. 

Of particular interest are the chinaborss on 


Synge’s Paris residence and the influence | 


exerted on him by those he met and the 
books he read there, and M. Bourgeois’ at- 
tempts to get at the psychology of the plays 
and their writer. Synge's Aran experience, 
of course, was what made a dialect play- 
wright out of him, as is well known. Of 


the much discussed ‘‘ Playboy,” he is “led | 
to assume that the play, while in a way | 


‘ realistic,’ and sociologically accurate, con- 
tains.a strong element of humorous or satir- 
ical symbolism and allegory.’’ The play on 
the whole “ is Irish in view of its being an ex- 
tremely searching study of the Celtic tem- 
perament, with its ever-possible imaginative 
perversion of ethical ideals.”” That is where 
most of Synge’s critics will disagree with M. 
Bourgeois. When Synge sat in the uproar 
the first night of the Abbey theater produc- 
tion he was heard to say, ‘! We shall have 
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to establish a society for the preservation of , 


Irish humor.” 


M. Bourgeois thinks that the Playboy was 
Synge himself. It will be remembered that 


Shaw held the same view. Others have come | 
to this conclusion, or, at least, that the char-" 


acter was “ meant as a humor on an alle- 
gorical impersonation of poetic creative 
souls in general.”” However, M. Bourgéois 
justly does not consider the play Synge’s 
masterpiece. Either ‘‘ Riders to the Sea ”’ 
or “The Weil of the Saints "’ is its superior. 
These and the other plays, as well as Synge’s 


prose works and translations, are also dis- | 


cussed. 


To anyone who wishes to become fully ac- | 


quainted with such details of the writer’s 
life as have been made known and to learn 
the influences which made him a writer, M, 
Bourgeois’ book is cordially recommended. 
It is so full of allusion that the index con- 
tained no less than 2,700 items. There are 
several important appendices.

Michigan Executive in Interview at 
Cadillac Declares Women’s Votes 
Will Have No Effect. 


Cadillac, Mich., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—Goy. 
Ferris of Michigan landed heavily on John 
Barleycorn in an interview tonight. He said 
he beliéved liquor should be excluded from 
the state, but disavowed belief in state wide 
prohibition. — | 

The governor said he believed the enfranch- 
isement of women will not affect the liquor 
question. 

“I don’t think any more districts. will be 
made ‘dry* by women’s votes than would 
be if they were not enfranchised,” he said,

Judge Walker Takes Precaution 
Against Disturbance Owing to Feel- 
ing of Friends of Dead Saloonman. 


Two former policemen are on trial in the 
Criminal court building, both charged with 
murder. In the case of John O'Donnell, 
charged with the slaying of Philip Sullivan, 
a saloonkeeper, Judge Walker yesterday or- 
dered a double guard, fearing the bitterness 
of the friends of Sullivan might bring about 
a disturbance in the court. 

Sullivan’s bartender testified the former 
policeman hed entered the saloon, swinging 
two revolvers, and had emptied one to show 
the cartridges were not blanks. Then, it 
was testified, O'Donnell kicked his way into 
the locked room, where Sullivan was sleep- 
ing. There were several shots, and u’ Don- 
nell walked out. Sullivan wae dead.

Every winter 
when the men went among the evergreens 
with their axes, the old sTanddad tree was 
spared. Many times was I tempted to bring 
it to some rich family. But it didn’t seem 
quite right to the poor girl and the poor boy, 
who had no tree at all.

The rod- 
ern dairy includes 100 good cows, and it 
is planned ere long to supply rich milk 
not only to the different vilmges at the 
farm but also to the city hospital, and, as 
the herd develops, there will be live stock to 
gell. The farm is also being stocked with 
horses, sheep, pigs, and poultry. 


Slap 
NIGHT school for prisoners is main- 
tained at the farm: Not a few men 

here have learned to read and write. Here, 
also, the foreigner has the opportunity to 
learn a little English. The rchool is self- | 
governed. A weekly paper is published | 
by tle men. 

The care of the infirmary wards, like 
that of the prisoners, also represents a 
decided innovation. Here aged married 
couples who become charges of the city 
are not separated, but continue to live 
together, and each couple is given a@ little 
plot of ground on which to raise vegeta- 
bles and flowers. There is a cottage built 
especiallp for old couples, and over its 
entrance appears thé words: “To Lose 
Money Is Better than to Lose Love.” Over 
the fireplace within is this inscription 
from Browning: 

Grow old along with me, 
The best is yet to be, — 


The last of life, for which the first was made; 
Grow oid, or tenga oe 


HERE are ebxtenn tooms, all on the 

ground floor of this cottage, aad each 
has en outside entrance, which gives the 
appearance of separate cottages. 

It is also a part of the general plan to 
group together people of ‘ke tastes. Men 
of, education, who through some misfor- 
tune have come to the infirmary, are not 
housed with the illiterate. 

All the infirmery buildings are of mar- 
ble dust plaster finish with red tile roofs 
—an adaptation of Spanish mission archi- 
tecture. What is known as the “ service 
quadrangle” is built about an -.:n court. 
This building is two stori-s high ait with 
the court, covers an acre. 

In the main building are the binibala: 
refrigerator, bakery, and lauadry, form- 
ing the center of activities in the infirm- 
ary group. From each corner of the quad- 
rangle the dining halls and cottages radi- 
ate. In the open court in summer a foua- 
tain plays and there are plants and flow- 
ers. At present the hospital end chapel 
are included in this main building, but 
later separate buildings are to be ergcted.

AD FAILS AT WIDE RANGE 


Chicagoan Also Does Not Show 
His Best Work; Capacity 
Crowd Sees Bout.

CHARLEY WHITE—lI think I was enti- 
thed to a clean cut decision, I blocked most 
of Wolgast’s punchesfor my body, although 
gome he landed hurt at times.

AD WOLGAST—I think i was entitled to 
a draw. In a longer fight I am sure I 
would beat him.

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 19.—[Special.]—In 
a@ spectacular ten round contest for the 133 
pound title of the world Charley White of 
Chicago won a clean cut, popular decision 
over Ad Wolgast, former lightweight cham- 
pion, before the National A. C. tonight. 

It was a great exhibition between a fight- 
er and a boxer. Wolgast had the better of 
the infighting, but White more than offset 
this advantage by his clever open work. 
Chariey’s left hand always was in evidence 
and this was the Chicagoan’s principal 
weapon of attack. The Jew made the Ger- 
man break ground several times, but Charley 
failed to cross his right at opportune times. 
‘Wolgast depended upon body punches to 
weaken his opponent, but White blocked most 
of these blows before they landed on vital 
spots. Wolgast was wild at times and every 
time he missed with wild swings the Chi- 
cagoan was on top of him and landed left or 
right hooks to the body and head. 


Wolgast Puts Up Rough Fight. 

The ex-champion was rough and at times 
used tactics unnecessary in his work. He 
hit on the breaks and used his elbows con- 
tinually. He butted occasionally and landed 
gpeveral blows low. 

Although White was the victor, he did 
not put up the battle of which he is capable. 
He did not take his customary advantage of 
openings and his punches lacked ordinary 
steam. Wolgast’s peculiar style of milling 
puzzled White for the first few rounds, but 
after the fourth session the Chicagoan found 
a@ way to land his punches. 

Wolgast was clearly outclassed at box- 
ing at long range. White jabbed or hooked 
the ex-champion as many as five times on 
gome occasions without returns. On the other 
hand, the German was the master at close 
quarters. His strength and ruggedness en- 
abled him to force Charley against the ropes 
and then punish him with body blows. 


Tactical Mistake by White. 
White made the grave mistake of attempt- 


. ing to fight the “ Bearcat” at his. own game. 


The Chicagoan would have by a larger margip 
if he had kept out of clinc and made Wolgast 
box him. The fighters were practically unmarked 
when they left the ring. 

Wolgast opened an old cut on White's lip in the 
sixth round as a result of a left hook. The bleod 
flowed freely for a short time, but Woilgast was 
unable to reach the same spot again. Ad’s right | 
eye was a little swollen as a result of White's 


» Jabs and hooks. Aside from body bruises neither 
fighter carried any other marks. 


‘The contest opened tamely. Each felt out the 
ether, and White had an advantage in the first 
three rounds. Wolgast warmed up in the fourth 
pession and held his opponent to even terma, - 

White had a shade in the fifth round, but tn the 
@ixth session Wolgast had a decided advantage. | 
In this round he went after the Chicagoan in re- 
lentness fashion and hurt Charley with body biows. 
Honors were even in the seventh round, but White 
had*the advantage in the remaining periods. 


White Claims Lightweight Title. 


' Although the ex-champion made a gallant finish, 
White met him more than half way at all angles of 
fighting in the last round. . 

AS & result of the contest, White will be con- 
Sidered the world’s 133 pound champion. Until 
tonight Woigast claimed the titie because Willie 
Ritchie has not fought at thig/poundage since he 
won the honor from the Cadillac fighter. Conse- 
quently the 133 pound title reverted back to Wol- 


gast. 

It is éstimated there were 5.000 pereons in the 
butiding. The house was rated between $5,000 and 
$8,000. Of this sum, Woigast received 88 per 
cent and White 30 per cent. Wolgast was the first 
to enter the ring. He met a great reception. 

White and Wolgast made the stipulated weight, 
183 pounds at 6 o'clock.

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young Presents’ Dr. Montessori. 


RS. ELLA FLAGG YOUNG yesterday 
made her first public appearance since 
she severed her connection with the 
board of education. She sat upon the 
stage at the Illinois theater during the 
lecture by Dr. Maria Montessori and was called 
upon by 8S. S. McClure, the publisher, to intro- 
duce the famous Italian educator of children. 

The applause which greeted Mrs. Young was 
prolonged until she was forced to lift her hand 

and ask for silence. She did not allude to the 
recent action of the school board, but confined 
herself to a statement of appreciation for the 
work of Dr. Montessori and a prophecy of an 
ultimate recognition of the fact that the school 
system is the most important institution in any 
community. 

Mr. McClure spoke briefly of theerapid rise of 
Dr. Montessori in educational circles from com- 
parative obscurity two years ago until the pres- 
ent when her books are published in nearly 
every language and her methods gaining ground 
fn every country. She said she changed the 
laws of Italy by a ten minute speech and 
caused laws for a different and more humane 
treatment of imbeciles. 
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“She studied education and the sciences for 
many years in the University of Rome by way 
of preparation for her life work,” he said. “She 
began experiments with children from the 
slums in the worst quarter of the Italian city 
and learned the great lesson that children 
thrive most when given the’ greatest freedom. 
She learned that all children unless defective 
are little ladies and gentlemen with a purpose 
in life. 

“It befits in presenting a noble educator of 
foreign birth to citizens of Chicago that Chi- 
cago’s own noble and experienced educator 
make the presentation. I shall call upon Mrs. 
Ella Flagg Young to introduce Dr. Montessori.” 

“The problem of education is the greatest 
that confronts the world,” said Mrs. Young. 
“Only those names will be cherished in the 
history of education which have been associated 
with the presentation of new ideas and new 
methods in education and which have made the 
contributions toward the solution of the prob- 
lem of education. The time was when men saw 
the problem of education, but dimly when they 
did not concern themselves much with it. 
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“ All in the cities now are engrossed in the 
problem. It has been partly) solved, but it has 
been left to this woman, whom I shall intro- 
duce, to study children, their bodies, and their 
minds and learn to cotJordinate the factors in 
each for the perfect and free development of 
the individual. We have our physical exercises 
in our schools, it is true, but they are the 
same for all sizes and builds. Dr. Montessori 
has discovered certain exercises are beneficial 
to certain physiques, but detrimental to others. 

’ What has interested me is that she has not 
completed her work. I am less interested now 
in what she has done—I spent a summer read- 
ing her book, desiring to read some ‘light’ lit- 
erature—and I now look forward to what she 
will accomplish in her experiments and study 
with older children and young men and women.” 

The Chicago Academy of Science sent a com- 
munication signed by T. C. Chamberlain, presi- 
dent of the academy; La Verne W. Noyes, presi- 
dent of the board of trustees, and Wallace W. 
Atwood, secretary of the academy, expressing 
appreciation for Dr. Montessori’s services to 
humanity and extending to her the privileges of 
the academy. 

Teachers, college professors, and others: inter- 
ested.in establishing the Montessori method in 
American cities sat upon the stage. Prof. Na- 
thaniel Butler of the University of Chicago in- 
troduced Mr. McClure. The theater was 
crowded. Dr. Montessori spoke in Italian and 
her words were translated by Miss Anna George, 
a Chicago girl, who was Dr. Montessori’s first 
foreign pupil. 

> 

Dr. Montessori thanked the audience for its 
greeting and was deeply moved by the words of 
Mrs. Young, which were translated for her. She 
said she had no theories to advance, but facts 
gained from observation of children in their 
free state of development. She renounced all 
claim for the authorship of the Montessori 
method and said the real authors were the 
“ forty-five little ones from the slums who came 
to me on Jan. 6, 1907, and who exhibited the 
development of their souls in freedom.”

the university,” she said, “ were a preparation 
for my work, but when I began to observe the 
children many of the theories of positive science 
and psychology fell before actual facts. Our 
scientific and psychological ideas will change 
and there will be revelations when the new 
methods are established, and new ideas spring 
from the things we set out to establish. 
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“The revelation which was the basic principal 
of my work was established a few weeks after I 
began the school, when a 8 year old child 
learned to discriminate between large and small 
objects by putting cylinders in blocks of dif- 
ferent dimensions until through repetition of 
the process he was able to complete the process 
accurately. The child repeated the process and 
showed a constancy of attention which contra- 
dicted the psychological dictum that ‘instabil- 
ity of attention Is a characterisic of childhood.’ 

“This child was so wrapped up in his work 6f 
fitting the cylinders and blocks that he continued 
in the process when he had been lifted with his 
materials to a table and a piano was started 
playing and did not swerve his attention until 
he had repeated the process forty-two times. 

“Education does not consist of presenting 
outside thought and ideas, but in providing a 
stimulus to awaken the activity within the 
child through which he learns and acquires 
unknown and greater forces for the accomplish- 
ment of things he sets out to do. The same 
thing is observed in men of genius. They do 
not wait for instruction, but evolve and develop 
through observation and from stimuli provided 
by their needs of life.” 


_>— 


Dr. Montessori counseled mothers and teach- 
ers against prohibiting children from touching 
objects: which they desire to touch and for- 
bidding them to play in the manner they desire 
to play. She said children have a dignity not 
often recognized and make a tremendous effort 
toward self-development and becoming well 
rounded men and women.

A New Vegetable. 


AST winter in Paris a new vegetable was 
being tried out, and Le Cordon Bleu, 
the journal of the school of cookery by 
that mame which I attended for two 
months, had a description of the “ chay- 

otte,”’ and a group of recipes in'the number for 
Dec. 1. 

This year we have the same vegetable here 
at home. Perhaps those living nearest the 
Mexican border have known it for a long time, 
for it is a native of the country over the line. 
The buyer in a recent northern store had some 
of these sent to him, and not knowing the name 
he called them “ vegetable pear,” and they sold 
readily under that name for 5 cents each. 

The following facts may be gleaned from 
the article mentioned above. The prediction is 
made that because of the alimentary value and

Because of its deeply corrugated surface it is 
difficult to pare this vegetable without consid- 
erable waste, but if it is boiled in an aluminum 
utensil, something in the skin which is parch-

ment-like after this process turns that utensil 
very black, but perhaps without the skin the 
same thing would happen. Better use white 
enamel. 

In spite of the fact that the vegetable looks 
so hard you can cut it as easily as though it 
were a cucumber, and from the picture of the 
plant I imagine that it is quite a near relative 
of that Virginia creeper which is a member 
the gourd family. 

After you take the green raw skin off the 
vegetable it smells very much like grass and 
is like a peeled’ summer squash to the ‘touch. 
I feel pretty certain this is the vegetable which 
the Spaniards and Mexicans call “ cidracayote,” 
or something like that, which word has been 
translated as summer squash. 

-@>- 

When boiled the flesh of this vegetable fs as 
firm as that of a sweet potato, and seems to 
contain much more starch, so is a more valua- 
ble energy making food than most of the gourd 
family. The soft, rather large seed near the 
stem end, inclosed in a case lined to resemble 
that in which a peach kernel rests, after cook- 
ing seems to have about the same quality as 
the rest of the vegetable, and is perhaps eaten 
by those who know most about it. Boiled and 
buttered and served in a white sauce the taste 
of this vegetable is something like that of sal- 
sify, and is a flavor one would have to get 
used to. 

Probably this vegetable would be most 1greea- 


ble if prepared as the Spanish and Italians pre- 
pare so many such things, by frying’: an onion 
first gently in oil, adding the sliced gourd and, 
finally, ‘the sliced tomato, cooking all together. 
I have not tried it this way, which would be 
by far the quickest, for it takes all of an hour 
and a half to boil the large, soft ones, even in 
a covered utensil. 

The gourd family is undoubtedly coming into 
higher appreciation among us, and this chayotte 
seems to be one of its hardiest varieties.

Drain and thicken the 
liquid in which they were cooked with butter 
and flour braided together (roux); add three 
tablespoonfuls of Madeira wine; cook till re- 
duced to a sirup consistency, season to taste, 
add the slices of chayotte, let simmer for 
twelve minutes, and serve very hot. 

Chayottes au gratin are sliced, blanched in 
boiling ..water for one-half hour, then put to- 
gether with layers of Mornay sauce and cheese.

Buying was stimulated to some extent by 
the continued big clearances, which were 
1,111,000 bu for the day and 6,964,000 bu wheat 
and flour for the week. Clearances of do- 
mestic wheat and flour continue liberal, and 
there has been an increase recently in this 
respect. Weather conditions were mild with 
a little precipitation in the southwest. The 
Modern Miller says green bug complaints 
are increasing in Texas. 


Mills Are Fair Buyers. 

The cash demand continues light, with 
gales of 50,000 bu to mills. Advices from the 
northwest were bullish in regard to the cash 
situation, and some of the local exporters 
take a bullish view of the situation. Winni- 
peg said there. was an improved demand for 
Canadian wheat. Offerings of wheat at 
domestic markets were not heavy and pri- 
mary receipts were 962,000 bu, compared to 
1,649,000 bu a year ato. 

Northwest cars totaled 613 cars against 
1,060 cars a year ago. Winnipeg had 345 
cars; last year, 480 cars. Southwest receipis 
continue light, but shipments are also mod- 
erate and stocks are quite liberal. Flour 
supplies at eastern points are much smaller 
than a year ago, and the output of the spring 
wheat flour mills continues to run large. 


General flour trade conditions are reported 
as favorable. 


Liverpool Shows Steady Tone. 


Liverpool was %d off, evidently traders there not 
being much disturbed by the bearish estimates 
of the Russian crop. Judging from the move- 
ment in Russia to date and the size of the stocks 
the estimates are wide of the mark. In fact there 
is little pressure to sell Russian wheat in west- 
ern Europe. Paris was 4@lsc higher; Antwerp, 
unchanged; Berlin, %c off, and Budapest %c up. 
Buenos Aires prices were not much changed. 

Clearances for the week from all countries were 
estimated at 13,800,000 compared to 10,480,000 
bu a year ago. Argentina shipped 400,000 bu; 
India, 56,000 bu, and Australia 720,000 bu. Re- 
ceipts here were 24 cars with 59 cars inspected 
yesterday. Minneapolis wheat stocks increased 
$25,000 bu for the week and Duluth gained 983,00€ 
bu for five days. 


Corn Shorts Anxious, 


December corn was a little easier at the close 
but the deferred months were firm, closing quota- 
tions being %c up to %#@e off.
